Memorial Cabin was dedicated Saturday 
evening, October 15, by the season's 
final work party.

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FORTY WILES ABOVS TIMBERLINE 
While the 1949 Knapsack Trip in the 
Sierra did not start out deliberately to 
set a record for high elevation rugged 
travel, it was’ the consensus of the 
party at. ‘the end of the trip that we had 
really been over the top, The trip cov- 
ered 70 miles, of which 53 miles: was 
cross-country and 0 miles through the 


‘ bare bock country above timberline,. 


: Up over Duck, Pass, south to Piute 


Pass, all the time keeping as close to 


the Sierra Crest as possible.. From Duck 
Pass to Piute Pass the route was. all 
above 10,000 feet except for the few 
miles between the Fourth and Second Re- 
cesses, The party went over 11 passes: 
at an average elevation of 12,000 feet, 
including. six crossings of the Sierra 
Crest.

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‘ : GLEANINGS: OF A CLIMBER © 


An evening spent’ browsing in the. club, 
library can be very entertaining and Ne ' 
lightening to one who calls himself.a 
climber or mountaineer, Many of you 
probably do not realize what a wealth 

of climbing and mountaineering literature 
is to be found there, books and journals 
from all over the world. Much of the: 
most interesting material is not apparent 
at: first glance but mst be diligently 
searched for, But one is richly repaid 
for the time and effort spent. 

As in any other field of endeavor, one 
who chooses to call himself a mountaineer 
should be conversant with the efforts 
and achievements of others like him, and 
perhaps the only way that this may be 
done is for one to spend a few hours.in _ 
communion with their spirits through the 
medium of their written words. But the 
above is-not the only argument that 
may be made. Because the writer is 
viously in love with his subject he 
sometimes produces truly great literature - 
in his description of ‘the toils and ture 
moils of man in his quest of nature, 

I spent a couple of evenings in the 
club library not long ago and wish to 
offer some of my gleanings, hoping that 
they may interest you enough to take a 
look for yourself, 

Perhaps most interesting td me were 
some of the British climbing journals. 
They contain a brand of humor which is 
to be found nowhere élse, typically 
British and at-times extremely subtle. 

For instance, in the “Climbers Club 
Journal" for 1947 there is an erticle 
isis ons "A Hypochondriac in the Alps", 

by H. E. Ketchmer, in which he desoribes 
the soilete and anxieties,’ occasioned by 
such a small thing as an upset stomach, 
occurring to the mind of a supposedly 
hale and hearty man as he plods his way 
up the mountain: and how he plays upon 
the sympathies of his companions. Yet 
the. beauty of the scene and the absorp= 
tion in the toil mysteriously heals until 
a moment of reflection or’ the contempla- 
tion of a new obstacle brings those doubts
